The Fng lish-spoa king worlo has 
in u red In 1'22 yea rs and in no pa rticu­ 
lar more tha n tha n th is—tha t there is 
an a bsolute, unreserved confidence in 
the integ rity of the common people. 
In 1770 we wore wea ried with ta xa tion 
without representa tion, we cha fed un­ 
der numberless rcstrh'tions pia ced up­ 
on our development, 
we were bew il­ 
dered by the varied, and confiicting 
cha ra cters of the thirteen orig ina l col­ 
onies, and we were outra g ed In spirit 
a t ha ving our lives and our liberties 
held as a lig ht ma tter by obstina te and 
sbort-sig hted Georg e III. 
But 
we 
were not one pa rticle worse off tha n 
the Fng lish ma sses them selves. 
The 
voice of the people there was a bout as 
loud as the voice of *a bat, and their 
progress as little heeded. 
Yet since 
tha t time, so reg ula r, so simila r, so co­ 
herent ha s been the developm ent of 
human rig hts under the g enius of the 
Lng lish-spea kers, tha t one needs ha rd­ 
ly to say “ True of Kng la ud” or “ True 
of A m erica ,” but ra ther “ True of 
both.”

Enterprise—com­

ly. 
And a bove a ll, as 1 ha ve a lrea dy 
hinted, trust in the people is the basis 
of it. 
These previous nations refer to 
both nations with equa l truth.
